Passing to the Bulletin, we find it a publication which belongs to new Central, It 
began in 1917 as a small, four-page, three-column paper of pamphlet: size, 
Years it was increased to a five-column paper of larger size, until 1926, when it Was 
Increased to a six-column paper, its present size. ‘ 

A new feature, the Baby Bulletin, was started on the opening day of school, 1926 
The purpose of this issue, which is distributed free to every student and member of the 
faculty, is to publish the official announcements from the principal’s office, anq ta 
arouse the interest of the school in the Bulletin. Again in September, 1927, ana in 
February, 1928, the Baby Bulletin was distributed. Another novel feature introduced 
in the autumn of 1927 was an ‘‘Extra’’ issued to announce the appointment of brigade 
regimental, and battalion commanders in the Cadet Corps. The motto, ‘‘Keep in Touch,” 
is indicative of the aim of the Bulletin to serve the school and the opportunity of the 
student body to obtain news. It is published to express the unbiased opinion of the 
student body, to establish high standards of conduct, scholarship, and Sportsmanship, 
to encourage greater interest and participation in school activities, and to Promote 
stronger cooperation between the students and the administration. It reflects the life 
of the school along the lines of scholastic interests, major activities—sports, dramatics 
debate, cadets, ete.—social organizations, and clubs of all kinds. ! y 

Through its editorial columns the policy of the school administration is upheld, 
worthy projects are boosted, undesirable conditions are criticized. 

Turning the pages of the Review and the Bulletin, one may see spread before him 
the highest product of the literary and journalistic talent of Central for many years 
past. Names of editors, associates, artists, many of whom have gained fame since they 
left Central, bring to mind those who have given of their best freely, with “*Service’? 
as their motto. As long as future staffs abide by this motto, so long will Central’s 
publications truly serve Central. E

Editorial 
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Memories of the Gold and Blue 


Bq IS 1932, in the middle of May. ‘The spirit of spring hovers over all the 


Be earth. We are seated in the stadium at the Annual Brigade Review, 

There are cheers. We hear the clapping of hands. The band breaks into 
a martial air, and the old First Regiment swings down the east side of the field jn 
column of squads, turns at the flag, and in column of platoons passes proudly jn 
review of the Army general. 

_As straight as a saber are their ranks, As gleaming as a silvery hilt is their 
equipment, and their firm keen step echoes to the edge of a steel-wrought blade, Ag 
rank on rank approaches, salutes and passes on, we think that hoary Father Time 
might well rule his seconds by their precise tread. 

Beside us sits a man of moderate years, whose eyes are glistening, and whose 
hands clench and unelench as though he moved in scenes long since gone by. We 
are not long left in doubt, for soon past remembrances, aroused by present sights, find 
outlet in his voice, and though our friend speaks not to us, nor indeed to anyone, but 
to his own spirit, yet we shall listen to his words. 

“Eight years ago, it was. They announced organization day, that morning, in 
chapel. When the last bell rang that afternoon I ran eagerly to this promenade, and 
there, with a group of boys unknown to me, we were initiated into the mysteries of the 
Cadet Corps. An awkward bunch we were at first, but as the weeks rolled on our 
shoulders squared; we acquired a firmer step; we worked in unison; we caught the 
spirit of cooperation. Three years passed by, years which told their Story of dis- 
couragement and hope, of work and play, of defeat and vietory, years in which that 
first group of boys had grown to be my lifelong friends, years in which we crossed the 
border from boyhood into manhood. 

““And then came the last year of all. We were to be officers, leaders in and for old 
Central. Some whom nature had not fitted for such life had dropped by the wayside; 
some, with tear-dimmed eyes, had departed to other lands; and others the Great White 
Angel had borne away in her arms to the Father. 


“With tribute in our hearts to these, we stood and received our assignments on 
a clear, cool day in early October of ’27, and there we tasted the sweet reward of all 
our work, During the weeks that followed we labored to shape our companies for the 
year’s work, interrupted only by our pilgrimage to the Shrine of the Unknown Soldier 
at Arlington on Armistice Day. There we paid reverent homage to one who might 
once have worn our blue and gold, and we drank in a full realization of the responsi- 
bility laid upon us, to train ourselves and our men for the highest serviee to our 
country in war and in peace. 

‘After this we mingled our work with our play, we drilled hard, and danced 
gayly, until ’27 gave place to ’28, and the list of competitions appeared. Throughout, 
all, our war game teams had been imbibing their strategy. During the exciting series 
we watched with keenest interest the fight our teams were making, and carried joy in 
our hearts when the colors of old Central marched side by side with Victory’s fag, 
out of the hattle smoke. 

“Soon there was the Guard of Honor company to be decided, and the First Regi- 
ment groomed its companies to take the prize, and so we did! For on the last day of 
competition, with one company from each school on the judges’ list, when all were 
doing their best, our boys did ‘better than their best,’ and topped them all. 

“In February, for the first time in many years, the First Regiment beeame ten 
companies strong, and Central added another hope of winning the Competitive Drill in 
June, and soon thereafter we learned with satisfaction that Central had taken first 
and second in the Brigade Inspection. Pa

The National Honor Society 


Keystone—the uppermost and last set stone of an 
arch, which completes it and locks its members together ; 
sometimes used figuratively. The uppermost and last set 
stone of the Central High School is the National Honor 
Society; uppermost because it is the highest recognition 
which can be given to those who are its members; last set 
because entrance into it is gained at the end of the third 
F or within the fourth year after the four elements which 
the requirements of the Society comprise have been fulfilled; it is the keystone which 
locks together its members, 

It is all that its name implies, a national honor society. While there are many 
chapters throughout the United States, they are organized only in those schools with 
a certain scholastic standing. The Central High School Chapter of the District of 
Columbia of the National Honor Society of Secondary Schools was organized in 1926, 
its object being to create an enthusiasm for scholarship, to stimulate a desire to render 
Service, to promote worthy leadership, and to encourage the development of character in 
the pupils of the Central High School. 

To become eligible, a student in the sixth, seventh, or eighth semester must stand in 
the first fourth of his respective class in scholarship, miist: qualify in character, leader- 
ship, and service, and must have been in Central four semesters previous to admission 
to the Society. The names of these students are placed on a candidates’ list posted in 
the section rooms of these upper semesters. To qualify in scholarship an average of 
ninety percent is required. An E is evaluated at ninety-five percent, a G at eighty- 
five percent, an F at seventy-seven, and a D at sixty-five. In this way scholarship is 
determined. 

Just how well a candidate qualifies in leadership and service is ascertained by a 
questionnaire which he fills out. On this blank there is a space for names of teachers 
who each candidate thinks know him best. Slips are sent to these teachers, on which 
they give their opinion regarding the candidate. 

Character is judged from eligibility lists sent to the faculty, who mark with a plus 
those names they approve, with a minus those they disapprove. 

The committee on the Honor Society, after it has considered all these things, meets 
and elects those students it finds worthy of admission. In an honor society ‘‘chapel’’ 
these candidates are initiated into the chapter after they repeat the pledge: 

“*T will be a loyal member of Central’s Honor Society, steadfast in my purpose to 
abide by the right, to serve all just causes, and to seek the truth with my whole heart, 
both in books and in life.’’ 

The National Society has adopted an emblem which each member is entitled to 
wear. It is a little gold keystone, upheld by a torch. The rays emanating from it 
symbolize the light of character, scholarship, leadership, and service, the initial letters 
of which are grouped at the base of the pin. Just above the flame are the words 
“National Honor Society.’’ Certainly any Centralite who wears this pin ought to 
realize how great an honor he has received, and, remembering the four requirements 
which he has fulfilled, should continue to uphold them. As Phi Beta Kappa is to the 
college, so the National Honor Society is to the high school.

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Green Caps

The gray-clad beginner hesitates, then shoves off from ae arte oa Kicking ya}j_ 
antly, she reaches the middle of the pool. Suddenly she fa Hes nits around, and 
begins to sink. There is the shrill blast of a whistle, a flash 0 ae aad Lat and a soft 
splash. A head in a green bathing cap emerges a moment af er, anc Me h one swift 
stroke the rescuer reaches the side of the frightened girl. Slipping a hand on eithey 
side of the victim’s head, she begins swimming the back stroke, and in a few seconds 


they reach the side of the pool. RN x 
A minute later the rescuer is again standing on the wall, nonchalantly pulling the 


green cap down over her ears. This green cap, of which she is Justly ee is the magic 
symbol of Leadership. Few indeed are they who may slip a CIP emerald hue over 
their locks. Girls in the beginners’ or advanced classes may wear caps of flaming seay- 
let, with rubber thin as gossamer or thick and heavy, ¢ap* loose or tight fitting, caps with 
gay butterflies on the crown or severely plain, caps with or without straps under the 
chin; but they may not infringe on the sacred privilege of the green-capped Leaders! 

To enter this goodly company, a girl must pass certain definite requirements, She 
must swim ten lengths of the pool, including at least one length of the crawl; she must 
make a surface dive; she must be able to break three of the most common grips’’ of 
drowning people; she must be able to tow a victim half the length of the pool m both 
the cross-chest and the head carries; and she must be able to reseue a person sinkin; 
close to the wall by leaping in feet first and shoving the struggling one up and over to 
the wall. In short, while a Leader need not necessarily be a fast swimmer, she must be 
able to handle herself fairly well in the wter. 

Upon passing these tests, which are given every autumn, the green-capped mermaids 
enter upon their duties as assistants to the instructors in the regular swimming classes, 
Each Leader is required to “‘serve’’ two periods a week. At these times she helps to 
give the beginners a knowledge of the rudiments of swimming, often demonstrating a 
stroke or a float, and remaining always in readiness to rescue a struggler in deep water, 
This work is excellent training for the Leaders and is found to be intensely interesting, 

A visitor in the pool room after school on Thursday may find a row of green-capped 
girls, wrapped in sweaters, perched on the benches at the deep end of the tank. Stirring 
notes from the cadet band are heard intermittently from outside, At a signal from 
Miss Moody, guardian of the natators, four girls divest themselves of their wraps, dive 
into the water, and swim rapidly across and back until stopped by a blast from the 
whistle. They clamber out, and another four take their places. One girl hesitates at 
the turn, and receives carefully reiterated instructions in the details of the crawl turn, 
Approaching the wall, she must touch it with one hand, sweep her other arm towards 
her waist, taking a breath as she turns, with head up, away from the side of the hand 
that touched, and bringing both feet against the wall for the shove off through the water, 
This turn, practiced conscientiously, results in a quick bit of action, so smoothly and effi- 
ciently made that a layman would never guess its intricacies. 

It is in the patient training of such minor points as this, in the gradual perfection 
of racing starts, plunges, diving, and the details of arm stroke, kick, and breathing, that 
our fair swimmers attain the endurance, form, and lightning speed with which they 
demonstrate their proficiency in the meets. ss 

There is usually a ‘‘C’’ meet toward the end of every semester. To earn her ‘*C’? a 
girl must win eight points in a meet. Taking first place in any event counts five points; 
second place counts three; and third place one. No girl is allowed to enter more than 
six events. The height of excitement is reached on the second day of the meet, when 
the finals are run off. Then the winners of the previous day join in a series of closely 
contested races and form competitions. Great is the rejoicing when it is known what 
lucky ones have earned their letters or numerals.

Alt ough that first year we lost Mr. Kramer, the friend who had so heartily weleomed 
us, yet Mr, Alvin W. Miller soon won the key to our hearts, and we have found in him an 
able successor. Shortly after our first year began there was formed the Parent- 
ne ee an organization which has since bound our homes more closely to 

In the autumn of 1925 there oceurred an event which has meant much to the large 
corps of cadets at Central. It was then that Major Donovan succeeded to the post of 
Military Instructor, a position that he has ably filled ever since. Under his guiding 
hand the Competitive Drill was won that year. 

Also during that year, when our ambitions and aspirations were being awakened, 
we were deeply impressed by the founding at Central of a chapter of the National 
Honor Society of Secondary Schools, and membership in this chapter has since been 
one of the goals toward which we have striven. 

: Our period of preliminary training was then nearly over. It was time for us to 
begin to take the lead in activities and to show the effect of all the influences with 
which we had come into contact. Before, we had been influenced by Central; now, 
it was time for us to make our influence felt and to set an example for those follow- 
ing us. Our junior year was a time of preparation for the honors to come and for 
upholding the responsibilities that were soon to be thrust upon us. For in a school 
like Central there is little opportunity for a class to show the results of its early train- 
ing until its senior year. The bonds of friendship, the love for our school and its 
traditions, and the spirit of loyalty and cooperation had been instilled in our hearts, 
and then as juniors we were closely united, working together to live up to the high 
ideals and standards of Central, striving to better them, if possible. 

With this as a background, as seniors, we began the task of perpetuating and 
increasing the honors which Central had won in the past. Impelled by these motives 
and fired with the Central Spirit, we have been able to make this one of the most 
successful years in the school’s history. We have given our best, and, although that 
best has not always been the best there is, we have upheld the standard of sports- 
manship and have added to Central’s name, glory, and honor. 

Although we were tied for the football championship, nevertheless for us it was 
a moral victory, for we were able to defeat our ancient enemy, Tech. The basketball 
team, by again winning the championship, kept our succession of victories intact. 

Our girls, too, have been active, und the Girls’ Rifle Team has won the title of 
National Champions. 

Along scholastic lines, we have been equally fortunate, and have won important 
scholarships to Harvard, Wesleyan, Pennsylvania, and Dartmouth.

Central's Troupers—Past and Present 


In the autumn of 1886, ten years after the founding of the Central High School, The 
Review announced the organization of a class in elocution. “A good start in a good di- 
rection. We feel that even a start is desirable and may develop into a broader and 
more comprehensive field in the future’’ was the comment given by The Review. While 
this class was being organized, money was needed for Central’s activities. In the old 
school there was no lunchroom. Pupils brought their lunches and ate them wherever they 
could find a convenient place. Therefore an annual luncheon was served every Spring 
to raise money. Each boy and girl contributed, yet bought his or her own lunch. Par- 
ents and their friends made a point of lunching at Central on that day. Sometimes as 
much as $900 was made. This event continued annually until 1909. During this time 
Shakespearean plays were given to help the school funds under the direction of Mrs. 
Elizabeth R. Walton. The stage at the old school was not designed for plays, and pupils 
had to make props, scenery, and costumes. Miss Janet Ditto kept the costumes in an 
old walnut wardrobe. At this time Miss M. Ella Morgan came to Central and she was 
given charge of designing the costumes, while Miss Ditto and the girls made them. As 
Yet the plays were subordinate to the annual luncheons which were given every year 
until the entrance into the new building. 

On November 2, 1909, a dramatic club was organized, making Mrs. Walton chair- 
man, and Miss Clem I. Orr supervisor of the speaking of lines. In 1913 the Ciub joined 
the Junior Chapter of the Dramatic League of America and called itself the Central High 
School Chapter. There were 61 members in 1914 and a faculty committee consisting of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Walton, Miss Janet Ditto, Miss M. Ella Morgan, Miss E. Clark, Miss 
Mildred Dean, Miss Alice Clark and Mr. H. P. Hoover. 


The Fall of 1915 brought plays mingled with a touch of sadness to every Centralite. 
Old Central became a memory. New Central took its place in our hearts. The first 
dramatic meeting in the new building was held on a Wednesday. The annual lunches 
were no more for we had one of the largest auditoriums in Washington where Spring 
plays might be given. And so at last we came to the first Spring play, “‘The Man 
from Home’’ by Booth Tarkington, presented by the Central Dramatie Association, 
March 20, 1917. 

In 1919 when the association had declined, our old friend ‘‘Bob’’ Maurer visited 
a meeting and promised his aid. The old spirit of enthusiasm sprang up. In March, 
1920, the Spring play ‘‘The Galloper’’ by Richard Harding Davis was produced. Mrs. 
Walton, unable to do much beeause of illness, spent hours in her room across the street 
planning a bigger and better association. She was always the steady and never-failing 
pilot. She retired in the Fall of 1921. Her last message to the association was: ‘“‘It is 
my firm belief that everyone is an actor. Some can act one part, some another, but all 
can act. Thus it is the duty of the Dramatie Association to find that part and give it to 
the actor, for everyone can do some part well.’’ It was our own “‘Aunt Sibyl’? who 
took her place, and we who do not remember Mrs. Walton,, know how Miss Baker carried 
on her work. The Spring play for 1922 was ‘‘Seven Keys to Baldpate’’ by George 
Cohen, a comedy full of thrills. The Spring play for 1923, ‘Twelfth Night,”’ qualified 
and Central had the honor of being the first possessor of the Brown University Cup. 
The first annual vaudeville show was given in the Fall of 1923. ‘‘Trelawney of the 
Wells’’ was presented as Spring play for this year. It was a costume play of the middle 
eighties with hoop skirts and wigs. Another successful vaudeville in 1924 and the Spring 
play “Stop Thief’’ which left about $1,000 in school funds, put Central on the map. 
The Fall of 1925, the third annual vaudeville was presented. The Spring play brought 
forth Maurice Maeterlinck’s fantasy ‘‘The Blue Bird,’’ Central’s biggest production, re- 
quiring over two hundred characters. In the Fall of 1926, the Association again started 
with a new pilot, Miss Margaret Fishburn, who began the year with ‘‘Central’s Fall Re- 
view’’ and ended it with ‘‘ You and I.”

Aside from scholastie duties, from our ranks will come 
the captains, managers, and the majority of the players on our teams that will seek 
to conquer in every field, always upholding Central’s standard of fair play and sports- 
manship; our classmates will edit the publications, command the cadets, and be the 
dramatic stars. In short, we must carry on, and try to better, the work handed down 
to us by those classes gone before. 


When we came here as young and tender rookies, although ‘‘school spirit’? was 
impressed upon us, few of us went out for any activity. This was not entirely our 
fault, as some sports were not open to first-year pupils, and afternoon classes prohibited 
participation in others. When we said ‘‘we’’ won this or that (and we said it often) 
“'we’’ was used a la Lindbergh. 


Our sophomore year, our horizon widened and a goodly portion of us enrolled in 
the many activities. We did not represent our school in contests, but we had a grand 
and glorious time. 


This year, those who had enjoyed a year in athletics, publications, or dramaties, 
hastened to sign up again, and also by their enthusiasm added many others to the 
lists. Besides this, we were now upper classmen and had a Student Council. We 
began to realize how much influence we had and how that influence could be strength- 
ened and turned into the right channels. Our desire really to represent the school 
deepened our sense of responsibility and made us better representatives. Our part in 
the life of the school has given us an added sense of kinship and happiness. We 
feel that we belong and are of some use to Central. 


Next year is our last chance. If we have tried hard to give our best, let us try 
harder for Central’s sake. It is up to us to make “‘school spirit’’ less of an empty 
phrase and more of a real, tangible something that binds us together; to do all in our 
power to carry on Central’s ideals. Then let us think over with a new understanding 
and determination the words of our school song, “‘Tenax Propositi,’’ and proceed 
“Steadfast of Purpose.”’

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The Development of the Constitution

Constitutions are not struck off in a single convention; 
they are the slow, deliberate work of ages. When the 
American Constitution was first presented to the people 
of the several states, they did not receive it as a master- 
piece of statecraft. They were human, excitable, and 
suspicious of the true character of its provisions. Fearing 
that it was drafted solely to rob them of their liberties, 
they did not hesitate to employ any means to prevent its 
ratification. Howling mobs burned copies of it on Boston 
Common. In Pennsylvania it was denounced as the work 
of political knaves. In Virginia it was ranked with the 
Stamp Act and the Boston Port Bill. But in this hour 
of gloom and darkness there appeared, in the person of 
Alexander Hamilton, the incarnation of the Constitution. 
He captured the people of the whole country for the Con- 
stitution by his papers in the “Federalist,” and conquered 
the hostile majority in the New York Convention by the 
splendor of his oratory. And from the hour that the 
Constitution went into effect, America ceased to be thir- 
teen states, envious and jealous of one another, and be- 
came the Republic of the United States. 

When, in 1789, the new government created by the Con- 
stitution was established, there were in the nation two 
conflicting theories as to the true nature of the govern- 
ment to be instituted; one, that of a strong, centralized 
government, independent and sovereign; the other, that 
of a confederacy of states, responsible only to the states. 
The question narrowed itself down to this: How much 
power did the central government possess and how much 
had been reserved to the individual states? Upon the 
answer to this question hung the nation’s entire future. 
A crisis in the nation’s history was approaching. State 
supremacy meant national death, while constitutional su- 
premacy meant national life. 

The greatest minds of the nation—John Calhoun, Henry 
Clay, Daniel Webster, and Robert Hayne—could find no 
solution to this momentous issue. Would all our statesmen 
fail? Was there no master mind to settle this dispute? 
Would America add one more to the long list of fallen 
republics? But beneath all the arguments of our states- 
men, slowly, silently, but surely, was operating the force 
behind the throne. For thirty years there came forth 
from the Supreme Court the teachings of a master, bind- 
ing into a perfect system of jurisprudence the chaotic 
facts and principles of American law. John Marshall 
sat upon that bench. Through all the issues which rose 
and fell during three decades, through all the bitter, 
burning strife aroused in the excitement of the passing 
day, the great chief justice went steadily onward to the 
settlement of that paramount problem: Did the United 
States form a nation? Realizing that the future of the 
Constitution depended upon the answer to this question, he 
dedicated his life to its final solution. His teachings form 
the basis of our political system. He found the Consti- 
tution weak, wavering, almost nullified; he left it strong, 
unswerving, supreme. 

Welded together by four years of civil war and four 
decades of reconstruction, the Union emerged from_this 
conflict with added luster and untarnished integrity. When 
North and South, Federal and Confederate, beneath the 
Stars and Stripes marched side by side to victory in the 
Spanish-American War, success had crowned at last the 
brilliant struggle for national life.

But today we are entering upon new phases of constitutional development. New 
conditions are now confronting us. We occupy the center of the world stage—the most 
notable experiment in representative government in the history of nations. The glory 
of our greatness envelops the globe, while the greatness of our Constitution is written 
on every page of American history. It gave Hamilton the fundamental principles with 
which he cleared a pathway for the growth cf the new republic. It furnished Marshall 
the foundation for his legal interpretations. It made Lincoln a tower of strength 
during the Civil War. It guides every court and legislative assembly today; it is a 
priceless jewel which we must forever cherish, guard, and preserve. 

If you would know for what the Constitution stands, go back with me to Bunker 
Hill, stand with me on the shell-rent sod at Gettysburg, or on the plains of Chateau 
Thierry, and there drink in the spirit of the fathers. There men laid down their lives, 
not for greed nor conquest but for right, for justice, and for man. These are the prin- 
ciples of our Constitution! They are ageless and deathless, and with them the republic 
stands; without them, it falls.
